We will teach you how to use this powerful tool with books and other documents.

KRM Capabilities 


The KRM is an easy-to-use system which has some powerful features and 
capabilities. As with any other skill, loarning to use the Personal Reader to its full 
capacity will take time and practice. You will be able to use the Reader to scan 
relatively simple documents with very little effort. As you become more 
experienced with the system, you will be able to use it with increasingly complex 
documents. 


The Personal Reader will work in the following reading/scanning situations: 

* type written documents of virtually any kind, i.e course outlines.handouts and 
examinations 
books and periodicals where the text is in simple format, or in multiple 
columns, as in many professional journals 
more complex documents which have several columns of text, or text mixed 
with drawings and photographs. This includes most magazines, brochures, 
advertizing and similar documents. 
to comunicate with other devices, such as a cassette tape recorder, 
personal computer, VersaBraille and braille printer

Examinations 


* permit the use of calculators and 
dictionaries 

* allow an oral exam, taped re- 
sponses, large print matenals, etc. 

* be aware than an exam is particu- 
larly suressful. Consider allowing 
extra ume or a “quiet room” free 
from visual/auditory distraction 

* vary the format within the exam: 
multiple choice and brief answers 
may be much easier than long 
essays 

* permit the use of scribes, comput- 
ers and word processors or other 
such technical aids that may be 
appropnate.
